PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  no  time  since  I  have  been  connected  with  Limingtorj 
Academy — now  almost  five  years — has  the  school  been  in  better 
condition  than  this  present  year.  It  would  be  difficult,  per- 
haps, to  pick  out  any  particular  department  in  which  we  have 
made  a  more  marked  advancement  as  we  seem  rather  to  have 
taken  a  step  forward  along  almost  every  line.  This  is  evi- 
deneced  by  the  introduction  of  a  class  in  Agriculture:  the  in- 
creased laboratory  facilities  in  Chemistry  and  Physics;  the  add- 
ition to  our  library  of  a  set  of  the  New  International  Encyclo- 
pedia in  twenty  volumes  loaned  to  the  school  by  Mr.  Walter 
G.  Davis,  Jr.  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  a  complete  rile  of 
the  available  Farmers'  Bulletins  from  the  United  States  De- 
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partment  of  Agriculture  through  the  courtesy  of  Congressman 
Amos  L.  Allen,  and  a  number  of  books  of  reference  in  Chemis- 
try and  Agriculture;the  reorganization  of  the  School  Improve- 
ment League,  which  has  already  presented  the  school  with  the 
latest  Webster's  International  Dictionary;  the  high  percentage  of 
attendance;  the  zeal  and  conscientiousness  of  the  students  for 
their  work;  and  the  heart}7  cooperation  of  the  trustees,  superin- 
tendent, parents  and  pupils  for  the  best  good  of  the  institution. 

Limington  Academy  now  offers  two  courses  of  study,  the 
English  and  the  College  Preparatory.  These  are  sufficiently 
broad  in  scope  and  are  practically  the  standard  courses  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  In 
consequence,  our  school  is  given  the  highest  rating — that  of  a 
Class  A  High  Scoool — by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that,  out  of  34 
students  enrolled  this  year,  18  are  pursusing  the  College  Pre- 
paratory Course  and  16  the  English  Course.  The  fact  that  an 
unusually  large  proportion  has  chosen  the  more  difficult  course 
would  seem  to  indicate  a  corresponding  earnestness  and  am- 
bition on  the  part  of  the  students  to  secure  the  most  from  their 
academy  course. 

The  high  percentage  of  attendance  during  the  past  year,  to 
which  reference  has  already  been  made,  is  most  gratifying  to  the 
teachers  in  charge.  No  one  discipline  of  the  school  enters  more 
helpfully  into  practical  life  than  regularity.  Without  it,  only 
inferior  work  can  be  accomplished  in  school  or  out  of  school. 
It  means  the  making  of  school  duties  a  business  and  subordi- 
nating all  other  interests  to  it.  The  cooperation  of  the  parents 
in  this  respect  is  fully  appreciated  but  in  some  few  cases  there 
is  still  need  for  greater  diligence.  An  epidemic  of  measles  has 
materially  lowered  the  average  of  attendance  for  the  winter  term 
and  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  school  for  two  weeks. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1909,  any  Academy  main- 
taining a  course  in  Agriculture,  approved  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,   will   receive  special  aid  to  the  amount  of 
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$250,  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  the  trustees  and  citizens  of 
Limington  that  such  a  course  added  to  our  cirriculum  would  be 
a  decided  advantage  to  this  community.  A  review  of  the  re- 
cords of  the  graduates  of  the  Academy  would  seem  to  show  that 
the  trend  of  all  our  education  has  been  away  from  the  farm. 
The  bright  farm  boy  has  been  taught  much  that  would  naturally 
interest  him  in  city  occupations.  He  has  usually  been  en- 
couraged "to  make  something  of  himself"  which  means  that  he 
should  study  for  one  of  the  professions  or  enter  into  the  busi- 
ness life  of  the  city.  Without  doubt,  each  boy  should  take  up 
the  occupation  best  suited  to  him  and  become  what  his  energy 
will  make  him,  and  while  it  may  not  always  be  desirable  to  try 
to  make  farmers  of  farmer's  sons,  it  does  seem  desirable  to  stop 
unmaking  them.  The  practice  of  Agriculture  now  offers  far 
greater  chances  of  independence  and  financial  success  than  busi- 
ness and  as  great  a  field  for  scientific  study  as  is  offered  by  the 
so-called  learned  professions.  However,  the  primary  purpose 
of  teaching  agriculture  is  not  to  make  every  boy  who  studies  it 
a  farmer.  The  underlying  reason  why  such  teaching  is  desira- 
ble is  because  it  brings  the  school  in  touch  with  the  daily  life 
of  the  community,  because  it  will  lead  more  boys  to  chose  farm- 
ing as  an  occupation,  and  finally  because  it  will  make  better 
farmers  who  will  make  more  money.  The  results  already  ob- 
tained through  such  courses  in  this  state  show  them  to  be  prac- 
tical as  well  as  one  of  the  best  means  of  training  a  students 
mind.  The  class  in  Agriculture  in  our  own  school,  made  up 
of  five  boys,  has  derived  much  benefit  from  its  work  although  it 
has  had  practically  nothing  with  which  to  work.  The  lower 
hall  in  the  Academy  could  be  made  an  ideal  place  for  this  work 
and  the  necessarv  equipment  to  carry  on  this  work  in  an  effici- 
ent manner  could  be  obtained  for  about  $200,  while  the  money 
received  from  the  state  should  at  present  pay  for  the  instruct- 
ion. It  would  seem,  then,  rather  to  be  a  question  of  whether 
the  town  could  afford  not  to  place  these  advantages  within  the 
reach  of  its  young  men  when  such  a  favorable  opportunity  offers 
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itself. 

The  Academy  building  is  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  still 
there  are  a  few  repairs  that  should  be  made  in  the  near  future. 
It  has  been  a  number  of  years  since  the  woodwork  of  the  main 
room  was  painted  and  there  is  need  of  retinting  the  walls  and 
making  minor  repairs.  A  hardwood  floor  should  be  laid  in  the 
recitation  room  and  the  walls  and  woodwork  repainted.  The 
closet  in  the  basement  should  be  moved  outside  the  walls  of  the 
Academy  for  sanitary  reasons. 

Our  text  books  must  be  good,  both  in  subject  matter  and 
condition,  to  secure  anything  like  the  best  results  in  our  school 
studies.  During  the  past  few  years,  the  school  committee  has 
purchased  some  of  the  leading  texts  in  secondary  subjects. 
Still  a  great  many  of  the  books  in  use  are  old  in  contents  and  in 
point  of  service.  Hence  a  larger  amount  than  usual — $ioo 
is  recommended — should  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Frequent  visits  from  citizins  are  most  earnestly  invited. 
The  interest  thus  shown  in  the  work  and  welfare  of  the  school 
will  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  students  the  importance  and 
serious  nature  of  their  school  work  and  directly  results  in  better 
habits  of  study  and  scholarship.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Limington-; 

Mr.  Chairman:-  In  submitting  my  first  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Limington  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  mani- 
fested by  both  pupils  and  teachers  in  their  school  work.  I  have 
found  most  of  the  classes  doing  good  work  in  their  studies  and 
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have  been  pleased  with  the  zeal  shown  for  improving  their  school 
surroundings.  Several  schools  have  purchased,  new  clocks, 
others  have  named  their  schools  for  well  known  characters  in 
history  or  literature  and  have  had  these  names  painted  and  plac- 
ed on  the  front  of  buildings.  One  school  is  the  proud  possessor 
of  a  new  flag,  while  another  is  making  itself  felt  in  the  neighbor- 
hood by  the  work  of  the  School  Improvement  League.  As  an 
encouragement  to  such  schools  and  also  as  an  aid  to  their  work 
new  black  boards  and  maps  should  be  supplied  at  the  opening 
of  the  spring  term. 

In  most  of  the  schools  an  excellent  average  of  attendance  has 
been  maintained  owing  to  the  interest  shown  by  the  pupils  in  try- 
ing to  be  present  every  day.  In  the  Wentworth  School  last  year 
an  average  of  less  than  four  was  reported  and  this  year  it  is  a 
fraction  less  than  five.  It  is  a  rare  teacher  that  can  keep  up  an 
interest  in  such  a  school  and  make  even  an  average  progress, 
especially  when  some  days  she  has  only  one  pupil  to  share  the 
monotony  of  her  work.  Unless  a  much  larger  enrollment  and 
average  attendance  can  be  secured.  I  would  recommend  its  dis- 
continuance and  the  conveyance  of  pupils  to  other  schools. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  different  salary  schedule  from  the  one  at 
present  followed  would  give  more  satisfactory  results.  I  would 
recommend  the  establishment  of  a  salary  schedule  which  would 
pay  the  minimum  amount  to  the  inexperienced  teacher  with  the 
understanding  that  if  her  work  is  satisfactory  a  yearly  increase 
in  salary  will  be  granted  till  the  maximum  is  reached. 
The  financial  benefits  derived  from  the  schools  by  the  teachers  and 
citizens  of  the  community  are  simply  the  result  and  not  the  pur- 
pose of  their  establishment.  Schools  are  for  the  benefit  ot  the 
child.  In  their  care  and  maintainence  this  fact  should  never  be 
lost  sight  of  by  the  citizens  and  school  authorities.  The  parent, 
who  expressed  to  the  Superintendent  the  sentiment  that  she  was 
more  concerned  about  the  salary  her  daughter  was  to  receive 
than  she  was  about  the  welfare  of  the  school,  showed  a  sprit  not 
to  be  fostered  by  those  placed  in  charge  of  this  important  work. 
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The  habit  handed  down  from  a  ruling  of  some  years  ago  of 
giving  the  schools  to  "our  own  girls,"  while  commendable  for 
the  sprit  of  loyalty  shown,  is  not  always  attended  by  the  best 
results.  When  in  the  judgement  of  those  to  whom  the  super- 
vision of  schools  is  entrusted  a  certain  course  seems  right  it  is 
their  duty  to  do  as  they  think  best  for  the  school,  regardless  of 
the  personal  and  selfish  desires  on  the  part  of  certain  parents. 

I  feel  that  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Limington  as  a  whole 
desire  good  schools.  I  would  urge  the  continuance  of  the 
teachers'  and  parents'  meetings  which  have  been  held  during  the 
fall  and  early  winter  and  feel  sure  that  they  will  result  in  a  better 
understanding  between  parents  and  teachers  which  cannot  fail 
to  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  schools. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  TEACHERS 

In  rural  and  graded  schools  pupils  must  not  choose  their  own 
studies. 

Require  written  excuses  from  parent  for  all  absences  and 
dismissals. 

Notify  truant  officers  of  truancy  at  once. 

Corpoal  punishment  may  be  used  in  extreme  cases  of  dici- 
pline. 

Do  not  strike  a  child  on  the  head. 

Above  the  third  grade  send  report  cards  to  parents  twice  each 
term. 

Write  order  of  exercises  on  board  and  follow  closely  each 
day. 

Be  present  at  school-room  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before 
opening  of  each  session. 

Read  to  pupils  at  least  one  good  book  each  term. 

Attendance  is  required  at  teachers  meetings. 

At  dose  of  each  term  send  promptly  to  the  Superentendent 
vour  register  correctly  and  neatly  filled  out  with  ink. 

All  school  entertainments   must  be  under  control  of  teachers 
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who  will  be  held  responsible  for  proper  conduct. 

The  success  of  a  school  depends  more  upon  the  teacher's 
individual  effort  and  freedom  to  arrange  the  details  of  her  work 
as  she  deems  best,  than  on  the  rigid  adherence  to  any  prescribed 
course  of  study.  The  following  outline  is  given  merely  as  a 
guide  for  those  teachers  who  may  wish  to  know  the  customary 
amount  of  work  done  in  different  grades. 

READING 

Grade  I  For  the  first  six  weeks  teach  the  reading  of  thirty  or 
more  familiar  words  from  board,  using  script. 
Alter  which  use  readers  provided  for  first  grade 
continuning  board  drill  throughout  the  year.  Give 
daily  phonetic  drill,  using  Ward's  Manual. 
Grade  II    Use  second  grade  readers.   Continue  phonetic  drill. 

Aim  for  natural  and  intelligent  reading  and  teach 
short  memory  gems. 
Grade  III     Use  third  grade  readers.    Give  continued  close  at- 
tention to   phonetic  drill,   memory   gems  and  in- 
telligent reading  tested  daily  by  oral  reproduction. 
Grade  IV    Emphasize  sight  reading.     Pav  close  attention  to 
position,  clear  articulation. 
Through  the   remaining  grades  in   connection    with   the  re- 
quired readers,  encourage  the  use  of  suitable   library  books  for 
home  reading.     Inspire  your  pupils  with  a  love  for  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  best  in  literature,   having  them   memorize  both 
prose  and  poetry  from  standard  authors.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Limington. 

Mr.  Chairman:-  I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report 
of  the  schools  of  Limington.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that 
nothing  of  serious  consequence  has  occured  during  the  year  to 
mar  their  progress.  The  teachers  have  worked  hard  to  raise  the 
standard  of  excellence  in  their  classes  and  judging  from  the 
recitations  and  written  work  of  the  pupils  their  efforts  have 
been  successful  to  a  marked  degree.  With  but  few  exceptions 
they  have  had  the  encouraging  and  loyal  support  of  the  parents 
together  with  the  pleasant  and  helpful  cooperation  of  the  tea- 
chers of  tin-  Academy.  Last  year  the  schools  were  maintain- 
ed for  thirty  weeks  which  is  a  shorter  year  than  is  consistent 
w  ith  pic  sent  requirements  in  graded  work.  To  properly  pre- 
pare the  pupils  for  the  work  of  the  Academy  for  which  the  ma- 


jority  of  them  are  fitting  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  more 
time  be  given  them  in  their  common  school  studies.  With  this 
end  in  view  we  planned  for  thirty  two  weeks  this  year,  a  reduc- 
tion was  made  in  the  weekly  wages  of  several  of  the  teachers, 
but  this  made  little  difference  in  their  yearly  salary  on  account 
of  the  lengthened  school  year.  The  entire  amount  paid  for 
teaching  last  year  was  $  1945  and  this  year  $  192 1  50  but  ow- 
ing to  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  conveyance  and  a  decrease  in 
the  Common  School  Fund  from  the  State  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  overdraw  the  appropriation.  We  feel,  however,  that 
this  step  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  parents  and  a  large 
majority  of  the  tax  payers  and  sincerely  hope  that  in  this  sur- 
mise no  mistake  has  been  made. 

The  Wentworth  School  was  not  discontinued  last  year  owing 
to  the  distance  necessary  to  convey  some  of  the  pupils.  Next 
year  this  school  will  have  a  still  smaller  attendance.  If  the 
conveyance  of^the  pupils  who  remain  is  practical  I  would  ad- 
vise that  the  school  be  discontinued. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  Pattee  School  during  the 
winter  term  has  fallen  to  6.4.  This  is  too  small  for  profitable 
maintenance  and  I  would  earnestly  advise  the  conveyance  of 
these  pupils  to  the  Strout  School  where  placed  in  larger  classes 
they  will  be  inspired  to  do  better  work.  The  formation  of 
larger  rural  schools  from  the  union  of  the  smaller  ones,  a  cus- 
tom which  is  on  the  increase  in  most  rural  communities,  is 
absolutely  essential  if  we  are  to  take  advantage  of  the  many 
important  changes  that  are  today  taking  place  in  educational 
work.  In  the  past  many  of  the  brightest  boys  and  girls,  allured 
by  the  attractions  of*  the  city,  have  left  their  country  homes  to 
devote  their  lives  to  the  routine  work  of  office,  store  and  fac- 
tory. Few  being  left  to  care  for  the  farms,  many  homesteads 
capable,  if  properly  tilled,  of  supporting  large  families  are  to- 
day deserted  and  neglected  to  the  detriment  of  the  town. 
Awakening  to  the  evils  of  this  practice  there  is  a  strong  move- 
ment on  foot  to  remedy  this  by  consolidating  the  rural  schools 
and  adapting  the  work  to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Studies  pertaining  to  the  life  and  surroundings  of  the  child 


are  being  rapidly  introduced.  Those  dealing  with  agricultural 
principles  are  proving  a  great  aid  in  making  the  farm  the  cen- 
ter of  interest.  Practical  applications  of  these  studies  are 
secured  through  the  introduction  of  the  school  gardens.  In 
some  schools  one  large  garden  is  cultivated  by  the  pupils  under 
the  supervision  of  the  teacher,  while  in  others  small  garden 
plots  are  assigned  to  the  care  of  individual  pupils.  Children 
are  easily  interested  in  the  study  of  the  various  kinds  and  con- 
ditions of  soil  and  their  adaptability  to  different  crops. 

Through  a  variety  of  tests  and  experiments  they  learn  to  ap- 
preciate the  wonders  of  plant  life  all  about  them.  It  is  being 
thoroughly  demonstrated  that  by  proper  training  in  these  stud- 
ies farm  life  can  be  made  attractive  to  our  boys  and  girls. 

Good  homes  are  essential  to  the  welfare  of  all  communities 
and  a  large  per  cent  of  our  girls  will  in  later  life  devote  their 
time  to  home  making.  This  is  an  art  and  one  that  is  woman's 
greatest  work  for  which  she  needs  proper  training. 
To  partially  meet  this  need  Domestic  Science  classes  are  being 
rapidly  introduced.  Manual  Training  classes  are  also  proving 
valuable  to  the  pupil's  full  educational  development. 

I  hope  that  Limington  will  see  the  wisdom  of  granting  such 
opportunities  to  her  boys  and  girls  at  no  distant  day.  Even 
now  a  beginning  is  possible  if  arrangements  could  be  made  for 
a  school  composed  of  ninth  grade  pupils  in  the  lower  hall  of 
the  Academy  building.  Here  they  could  have  access  to  the 
chemical  and  physical  laboratory  with  which  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  furnish  each  of  the  rural  schools.  By  securing  a 
teacher  trained  for  this  work  who  would  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  work  already  started  in  the  upper  classes  I  believe 
the  school  would  prove  so  profitable  and  interesting  that  many 
boys  and  girls  who  are  now  leaving  school  at  fifteen  would  be 
glad  to  continue  their  w  ork. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  TEACHERS 


In  rural  and  graded  schools  pupils  must  not  choose  their 
own  studies. 

Require  written  excuses  from  parent  for  all  absences  and 
dismissals. 

Notify  truant  officers  of  truancy  at  once. 

Corporal  punishment  may  be  used  in  extreme  cases  of  disci- 
pline.   Do  not  strike  a  child  on  the  head. 

Above  the  third  grade  send  report  cards  to  parents  twice 
each  term. 

Write  order  of  exercises  on  board  and  follow  closely  each 
day. 

Be  present  at  school-room  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before 
opening  of  each  session. 

Read  to  pupils  at  least  one  good  book  each  term. 

Attendance  is  required  at  teachers'  meetings. 

At  close  of  each  term  send  promptly  to  the  Superintendent 
your  register  correctly  and  neatly  rilled  out  with  ink. 

All  school  entertainments  must  be  under  control  of  teachers 
who  will  be  held  responsible  for  proper  conduct. 

The  success  of  a  school  depends  more  upon  the  teacher's 
individual  effort  and  freedom  to  arrange  the  details  of  her  work 
as  she  deems  best,  than  on  the  rigid  adherence  to  any  pre- 
scribed course  of  study.  The  following  outline  is  given  mere- 
ly as  a  guide  for  those  teachers  who  may  wish  to  know  the 
customary  amount  of  work  done  in  different  grades. 


READING 

Grade  I  For  the  first  six  weeks  teach  the  reading  of  thirty 
or  more  familiar  words  from  board,  using  script. 
After  which  use  readers  provided  for  first  grade, 
continuing  beard  drill  throughout  the  year  Give 
daily  phonetic  drill,  using  Ward's  Manual. 


Grade  II  Use  second  grade  readers.  Continue  phonetic 
drill.  Aim  for  natural  and  intelligent  reading  and 
teach  short  memory  gems. 

Grade  III  Use  third  grade  readers.  Give  continued  close 
attention  to  phonetic  drill,  memory  gems  and  in- 
telligent reading,  tested  daily  by  oral  reproduc- 
tion. 

Grade  IV  Emphasize  sight  reading.  Pay  close  attention  to 
position,  clear  articulation. 

Through  the  remaining  grades  in  connection  with  the  re- 
quired readers,  encourage  the  use  of  suitable  library  books  for 
home  reading.  Inspire  your  pupils  with  a  love  for  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  best  in  literature,  having  them  memorize  both 
prose  and  poetry  from  standard  authors. 

Instruct  your  pupils  how  to  use  the  dictionary  intelligently.
